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" CHINA AND JAPAN. 


—_——_ 


A Reuter’s mes-age to hand yesterday informed us that the 
Chinese Delegation ar Paris had received a communique from the 
Peking Gowernment explaining the Chinese demand for the 
nullification of Japan’~ twenty-one demands, made upon China 
during the third year of the Yuan Shih-k’ai Presidency, When we 
recall the circumstances under which these demands were made, 
and the apparent harsh and arbitrary attitude taken by the Japanese 
in the matter, it isdificult to see what obstacle there can be in the 
way of the nullification of the demands, or on what grounds China's 
request should berefused. The whole affair appeared, at the time, 
very much as if Japam had taken udvantaze of a peculiar situation 
wofairly to enrich herself at China’. expense, During the three 
years of Yuan's Presidency, China had made appreciable strides in 
every direction andin view of what has happened since his death, 
thosethree years stand out es a bright spot ona very~ darkened 

‘career. In education, conservancy, furestry, sound government; 
indeed, on every hand, was to be observed progress. Tt may be true 
that Yuan worked upon the principle of the end justifying the 
means, and that the means he used may have been open to question 
at times, but his ends were sound, as tlie results proved. 

The foundations thus laid for future progress hegan to crumble 
_ before the seething tide of political unrest created by the presenta- 
.tion-of the Japanese demands. They caused disruption in the 
‘Peking political camp which finally resolved itself into two parties, 
_ the Monarchists, whose activities were centred in what was koown 
as the Chouan Hui,and the Republicans: and from that time Yuan 
Shih-k’ai’s powerand influence began to wane. The Chouan Hui 
rigorousty pressed on their propaganda for robing Yuan in the 
purple and ermine, whereby the hands of the Republicans were 
greatly strengthened. [t has always been a problem as to why 
Yuan allowed the Chouan Hui " to ‘continve its 
propaganda, thereby tacitly agreeing with the propesal to 
make him Emperor.

whose avowed object was tohold the. territory for China, has made 
Shantung a centre of Japanese activities andinflaence, to which 
procedure.she has no moral or technical right.

like request in connection with Korea, here there are difficulties. If 
there is to be any change at all, the question of Korean independ- 
ence must be seriously considered, as to. whether the Koreans 
should not be allowed to advance into the last stages of preparation 
for autonomy. From what we have heard and read of Japan's 
methods in Chosen, we find very little to warrant that stage being 
entered into under the guidance of the Japanese. The disclosures of 
Dr, Richard Arthur Bolt, in a pemphlet, and reprinted in the Notional. 
Review (Ching) sme-few years ago, lead one to think that the 
ripening of the fit of self-government on the Korean political vine, 
under the clouded skies of Japanese inftuence, would be a long 
and difficult. process, nnd even then the fruit.would be‘ likely to 
shrivel and rot for lack of light. Whether the ripening process 
would be any themore speédy in the Chinese propagating box is 
doubtful.

The proposal to recommend the 
institution of daylight saving io 
Hongkong was defeated yesterdsy 
by asmall majority at the special 
meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce called to discuss 
the matter, ‘Ihe resolution or- 
iginally proposed was as follows: 
“That it is the desire of the 
marchants of Hongkong that this 
Colony adopt the Daylight Saving 
System to tbe extent of ona hour,

tember next, and that the Gavern- 
ment be approached with a re- 
quest to intraduce the system by 
putting forward the clock ‘one 
hour at 12 midnight on 39th April.” 
Although a compromise was sug:

-elock, on the decision reached, 
is to-be left alone.
